3, There is now available sufficient evidence to indicate that the revolu- 
tionary JUNTA, no matter how composed, will be fraught with considerable 
internal rivalry. The distaste of C 3 SMILAX and other leading Guate- 
malan army officers who could presumabl^/von to the anti-Communist cause, 
if they are not already passively dedicated to it, for CALLIGERIS is 
established. There is every reason to believe that CALLIGERIS reciprocates 
such feelings. To be on the safe side, it must be assumed that there are 
other factions besides those of C- Z3 ant * CALLIGERIS who will be wanting 
to share post-revolutionary power. 

U. ^ )■ ^however, is not now and has never been a party to this 
internecine strife in the array. He has the appearance of a patrician and 
the teraperraent of a moderator. Properly guided, he can cut an impressive, 
benevolent and relatively non-controversial public figure. According to 
available information, he enjoys a good reputation in Guatemala j his only 
political liability, hi6 association withC. would pre- 

sumably no longer be as large a liability after tne revoxuiion. 

5. Based on the foregoing, it is concluded that£ ^ would be the 
most "distinguished" and conciliatory front for the revolutionary Junta. 
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He would give the Guatemalan public a feeling of calm and confidence a nd 
he would moderate, or at least conceal, the mutual recrimination of the 
military parties to victory. Wjthf** J[as the public figuleaf for the 
revolutionary Junta, time would be gained in which the struggles between 
C Di CALLIGERIS and othe rs would either be harmoniously dissolved or 
aeciaea m favor "^chever military leader was able to mobilize the most 
power. With .JJiJt the helm these conflicts in the Junta could be 

sufficiently concealed or placated until such time as they no longer 
redounded to the benefit of the Communists. Without/"^ Jas a kind of 
umpire, it is possible that the rivalries within the military could erupt 
at a time when the anti -Communist forces had not get consolidated their 
hold on the country. 

6. If the foregoing concept is approved, £1 J could be launched by a 
series of speeches which he would make over SHERWOOD just prior to D-day. 
Likewise, the D-day programs and consolidation posters, now featuring the 
portr ait and prose of CALLIGERIS, could be re-printed in the name of 

£ J It may also be possible, by arrangement with ODACID, to have the
